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ABSTRACT 

PURPOSE: To make it possible to drive both tracking servo circuits of a 
recording/reproducing disk and a disk to be exclusively used for 
reproducing by one optical pickup by turning a switch so that a tracking 
signal based upon a far field method is sent to the servo circuit at the 
operation of the recording/ reproducing disk and a tracking signal based 
upon a far field heterodyne method to the servo circuit at the operation of 
the disk to be exclusively used for reproducing. 

CONSTITUTION: Respective outputs (a), (b) , (c) , (d) of a four-divided 
photodetector 1 are detected, (a+b)-(b+c), i.e. an error signal A, is 
detected as a tracking signal based upon the far field method and 
(a+c)X(b+d), i.e. an error signal B, is detected as a tracking signal based 
upon the far field heterodyne method. Whether a disk loaded for reproducing 
is the recording/reproducing disk or the disk to be exclusively used for 
reproducing is detected on the base of the reflection factor of the disk 
and the error signal A at the case of the recording/ reproducing disk or 
the error signal B at the case of the disk to be exclusively used for 
reproducing is selected by a switch 7, extracted and transmitted to the 
servo circuit. 
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
